Attachment to Interview Summary 

1 . Applicants' representative argued that Erickson '394 does not include a second 
mineral oil; in response, it was pointed out that col. 13, line 54, "additional solvent was 
added", and that in Table 1 , runs 10-13 recite that the solvent was mineral oil. 
Applicants' representative suggested a potential declaration showing that mineral oil 
was not a "solvent" for the metallocene; in response, the examiner stated that it could 
not be determined, without further detailed consideration, whether such a declaration 
would be helpful. The reference does not state that the "solvent" must be a solvent for 
the metallocene; furthermore, Table 1 clearly includes mineral oil within the category of 
"solvent." Applicants' representative further argued that the cited example of Erickson 
'394 does not direct the ordinary skilled worker to use the reactor of Brady '036; in 
response, it was pointed out that the example text at col. 13, lines 15-17 states that 
methods described in Brady '036 were used. A plain reading of this passage would 
clearly include the description of the reactor system in the polymerization "method."
